Teoth rebuilding 


Restoring individual teeth, rath- 
er than extracting them, is becom- 
ing routine. New materials and 
techniques make this possible even 
if decay or an accident requires 
grinding the original tooth down 
below the gum line—if the root is 
sound. 


Elimination of decay 

If universally used, preventive 
procedures already known can 
make tooth decay, now America’s 
most widespread disease, diminish 
to only a minor problem in the next 
generation. Chemical barriers, ap- 
plied at 2'4, 7, 10, and 13 years of 
age, can prevent most cavities. 
Fluoridation of water systems, now 
less controversial than it was before 
10 years of evaluation, can reduce 
the incidence of cavities still fur- 
ther. Also, researchers at the Na- 
tional Institute of Dental Health 
have recently succeeded in _ pro- 
ducing natural tooth decay in ani- 
mals without first penetrating the 
covering enamel by mechanical 
means. By carefully watching cav- 
ities in hamsters and rats, they 
hope to find both cause and cure, 
with the short life spans of the ani- 
mals speeding the process

Tooth transplants 

In a few cases, Successful trans- 
plants of living teeth have been 
made. The situation must be ideal: 
a missing first molar, the bud of - 
near-by third molar (wisdom tooth 
at just the right stage of develop- 
ment under the gum, and freedom 
of disease in gums and underlying 
bone. Then it’s sometimes possible 
to move the wisdom tooth over to 
replace the missing molar. But 
dental researchers want to see how 
such teeth are doing 5, 10, or 20 
years after the transplant before 
recommending the procedure for 
universal acceptance. 


Bone banks 


Oral surgeons can now rebuild 
broken jaws with pieces of bone 
stored in freezer “‘banks”’ for that 
purpose. With a plastic surgeon 
also on the operating team, the re- 
built jaw can equal the original in 
appearance as well as function. 


Hypnotic anesthesia 


Some dentists use hypnosis as an 
anesthetic. Patients who have un- 
dergone the experience—all will- 
ingly, since no one can be hypno- 
tized against his will—call it a 
pleasant improvement over the 
novocain needle 


Painless drilling 


A drill rotating at 150,000 r.p.m. 
instead of the conventional 6,000 
can Cut into teeth painlessly at a 
feather touch. With an accom- 
panying jet of water to reduce fric- 
tion, there is even less discomfort.

A heartsick mother and father who had just “abandoned” their 
six-year-old daughter to the Children’s Medical Center in Boston 
were asked if they'd like to see how little girls spend their time at the 
hospital. When they answered that they would, a nurse took them 
to a window looking into a large sunlit room. There, a dozen small 
patients, some busy with toys, some sitting cozily around child-size 
tables, were completely engrossed in play, and right in the middle 
sat their daughter, quietly cuddling a doll as she giggled at the 
antics of a television cartoon. ‘So that’s how she misses us!”* said the 
mother in mock complaint. And the couple went home with a big 
load off their hearts. 

For 90 years, since Children’s Hospital opened its doors in 1869, 
its doctors, nurses, volunteers, and social workers have been learning 
about the loving care of ailing children. Knowing what techniques 
their hard-won insight has uncovered might prove helpful when your 
own child is headed for the hospital. You’ll probably need help, too; 
most parents facing the situation for the first time find themselves 
totally unprepared to cope with it. 

If there’s one firm rule for parents, it’s the one voiced by Mrs.

you have to do is tell the truth. 
Children old enough to understand 
are apt to be resentful if they’re not 
told the truth. They charge par- 
ents with trickery.” 


“We can’t always spot a parent 
who tells a fib and runs away,” 
says Miss Pat Romero, head nurse 
of the division, ““but when we do, 
we ask him to come back and ex- 
plain. Youngsters usually under- 
stand if you can’t come back for a 
day or two, but if you say you'll be 
there at a certain time and don’t 
show up they’re apt to worry.” 

The fear of abandonment is re- 
duced, of course, if children feel 
they’re being left in a pleasant 
community of people anxious to 
help them, and Children’s Hospital

Ana who can blame them? The 
schemes of a few parents are al- 
most beyond belief. Children are 
told they’re “‘going to the circus” 
or “going to a party to win prizes.”’ 
hen they’re abruptly deposited at 
the hospital and the parent imme- 
diately vanishes, often with such a 
deceitful explanation as, “I’m go- 
ing out to get you some candy.” 





Preparing your child for the hospital 


> Explain enough of what’s happening to him to ease his 
anxieties, but withhold facts that would be unnecessarily 
frightening. If you don’t know much about the illness 
yourself. find out from your doctor. 

> Never misrepresent the facts of your child’s sickness, 
regardless of kindly intent. He will eventually discover 
the deception and hold it against you. 

> Ask the doctor if your child can take a favorite teddy 
bear, doll, or similar companion to the hospital. A famil- 
iar object will make him feel more at home. 

> Tell the doctor what terms your child uses to describe 
body functions. The doctor will then use those terms 
with him and avoid confusion. 

> See that your child knows the names of his doctors and 
nurses, and that he always calls them by name. 

> In case you're unable to be there yourself, arrange for 
someone familiar to be present when your child wakes 
up from the anesthetic following an operation. 

> Remember that careless talk of pain, death, and dis- 
comfort might make your child afraid of hospitals. 

> Remember, too, that the best medicine for an ailing 
child is the love and understanding of his parents.

does its best to create this atmos- 
phere. Walk into one of the play- 
rooms and you'll see toys, blocks, 
books, paints, games, and easels. 
The only signs of sickness are an 
occasional wheel chair, a bandaged 
leg, or an arm in a cast. 

Miss Joyce Langley, the calm 
young woman in charge of play ac- 
tivities, is a registered nurse who 
never wears a uniform. “We like 
to get youngsters into the playroom 
as soon as possible,’ she explains. 
“It not only helps the child adjust 
to a new situation, but it eases the 
minds of parents to know that their 
child is spending part of each day 
in normal play.” 

The playroom gives a child the 
chance to play out some of his 
pent-up feelings about being hos- 
pitalized. ‘‘Whenever possible, the 
youngsters are dressed up so they 
feel less like sick children,” Miss 
Langley says. ““And each child is 
invited to the playroom. In a hos- 
pital, where so many routines must 
be submitted to, play is one thing 
a child can say ‘no’ to if he chooses.” 


a 
Children in bed are visited at 
least once each morning by play 
teachers, and the toy wagon comes 
around regularly. Volunteers per- 
form many “mother-services” for 
them—pushing their go-carts, for 
instance, or tucking them in at 
night. Children who have no visi- 
tors are given special attention. 

Boys and girls should understand 
why they’re in the hospital, but 
they needn’t know the details of 
technical procedures; simplified 
explanations and analogies often 
make them sound less frightening. 
Consequently, an oxygen tent 
‘“‘makes it easy to breathe”’ and a 
hypodermic makes a “‘mosquito 
bite.” But doctors never say it 
won't hurt if it will. Faith and trust 
are destroyed by deception, and 
children would discover such a lie 
instantly. 


r 
The youngsters who understand 
something of purposes are more 
willing to cooperate in exercises 


that speed post-operative recovery. 


And being jabbed with a needle 
isn’t so hurtful when you know the 
doctor isn’t mad at you, but is sim- 
ply trying to help you get well. One 
tousled six-year-old who needed 
frequent intravenous treatments 
had very fragile veins, which made 
insertion of the needle difficult. 
He cringed and whimpered on 
each occasion until an understand- 
ing house officer explained the dif- 
ficulty to him. Thereafter, the boy 
cooperated manfully, reporting to 
his roommates, ‘‘It took the doctor 
a thousand minutes to get the 
needle in! Boy, he was working 
hard all the time!”

ae a doctor can make 
youngsters happy merely by ex- 
plaining away wild misconcep- 
tions. A bright 10-year-old girl 
made good physical recovery after 
an appendectomy, but for some 
reason she seemed downcast. Gen- 
tle questioning revealed the rea- 
son: “‘Everybody knows,” she said, 
“that after your appendix is out 
you can’t ever have any babies.” 
And a six-year-old boy admitted 
for adenoid removal insisted, ““The 
doctor is going to cut off my nose.” 
The idea wasn’t silly to him; he 
knew that adenoids were in back 
of his nose. 

Somewhere in their minds, too, 
children almost invariably have 
the notion that hospitalization is 
punishment for being bad. The 
idea probably arises from vague 
and half-remembered admonitions 
that awaken guilt feelings: ‘Bobby, 
get off that roof this instant! You'll 
fall and split your head open and 
land in the hospital.” 

Do your best to avoid dropping 
careless comments that might plant 
seeds of mistrust in your child’s 
mind. Try to show your child that 
a hospital is designed to help him. 


The teddy bear and doll popu- 
lation of Children’s Hospital is 
about equal to the human popula- 
tion. Children become lovingly at- 
tached to a particular toy, a soft 
pillow, a fluffy towel which they 
clutch comfortingly when going to 
sleep.

describes the first passenger jet flight across the country. 


\ ou remember back to many years ago when you talked 
in Dayton, Ohio, with Orville Wright, and how he told 
you, “The faster you go, the less power you need.”’ You 
remember how he described that first precarious air ad- 
venture at Kitty Hawk. And now you're witness to man’s 
latest daring and intelligence, an airplane that moves 
as fast as the arc of the sun and is itself longer than the 
distance of Orville Wright’s first flight. 

You remember, too, how fascinated Wright was with 
the word, “‘attraction.’’ More than once he said, “‘What is 
attraction? When will we learn why things go when they 
go? What and where is the power?”’ 

Man wants to know. Man has been called ‘“‘the im- 
probable animal.’’ You never know what he’s going to do 
next. He has performed so many wonders of valor, dis- 
covery, invention, that he has forgotten who made the 
first wheel or who first dared dream that man could fly. 

You can repeat it: Man wants to know. This hunger 
and thirst is irrepressible. Will man get to the moon? Of 
course man will get to the moon, and he will circumnavi- 
gate it, and report what he may see, hear, touch, taste. 
One daring visionary sees man at a time when, a million 


years from now, the planet Earth will no longer support 
the human race. But having found, by trips to the planet 
Venus that he can live there, man moves there, and after 
another million years or so, when the time comes that he 
must move again, he breeds a special stock of human 
beings—short, massive, strong, and hairy, and able to 
subsist nicely on still another planet to which man will 
emigrate. 

You have a right to vagrant and speculative thoughts 
like these when you are riding at nearly 600 miles an 
hour, four miles above the earth, with the only sense of 
movement that of the wind brushing past the surfaces of 
the airship. You look out of the window at the waves of 
dark and light clouds looking like ocean shore lines, and 
you feel as if you are floating away in this pleasantly mov- 
ing room, like the basket hanging from the balloon you 
saw with a visiting circus when you were a boy. You re- 
member how the man in the balloon basket wore red and 
gold tights, and was bright against the sun as he jumped 
out of the basket, and how a big white umbrella opened 
up over him, and you heard the other boys holler, ““That’s 
the parachute!”’ And you ran with them across the green 
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Illinois cornfield and out he stepped in his red and gold 
tights, smiling and saying, ‘Hello, boys!” 

You have let your mind wander again, and you wake 
up now in this room where you move through rain and 
come out of it into a clear blue sky with a cloudland be- 
low you, and you say to yourself, “My, that’s purty to 
look at.’”? Then you notice, a few seats ahead of you, a 
man who knows parachutes and parachute jumpers. 
More than once he has seen a thousand men dropping 
from the sky holding to their parachutes. In the last war 
he made a great name for himself and came home to a 
parade on Fifth Avenue under a ticker-tape blizzard. 

“General Gavin,” you say to him, “riding like this is 
different from hanging onto a parachute, isn’t it?’’ He 
says, “Yes, it is’’-just as you’d expect. You ask him a 
few questions and get the quiet answers of a man confi- 
dently at home in the sky. He likes the speed of this 
American Airlines 707 passenger jet plane, on its maiden 
flight from New York to Los Angeles. “It goes straight 
and fast toward its target, which is what a good para- 
trooper likes to do,”’ he says. 


By now the moving room you are in has passed over 
Charleston, West Virginia, and Louisville, Kentucky, 
and you saw nothing of the lights of those cities, nor did 
you glimpse the wide Mississippi River as you passed 
four miles above it. Next you have passed over Amarillo, 
Texas, and soon afterward you are invited into the cock- 
pit, where you sit in back of Captain Hamilton Smith, 
and he says it is Albuquerque, New Mexico ahead 
squares and circles of light, long streaks of light leading 
out as though they are roads. Off to the right you see what 
looks like the lights of still another city, and you ask 
Captain Smith, who says, ““That’s Los Alamos.’’ Then 
you know that just a few miles over there is the innocent 
looking place where they made the bombs that were 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. You say, “I sup- 
pose enemy planes would like to fly over that place and 
get a good photograph of it.’”” And Captain Smith replies, 
“The Air Defense Command is watching all the time, 
and any plane flying over that place without authority 
would be knocked out of the sky on short notice.” 

Now comes word to the cockpit, “Forty-two degrees 
below.”’ This means, says the captain, that the kerosene 
fuel supply needs attention, because kerosene freezes at 
that temperature. The order is passed long, “‘Put the fuel 
heaters on! Put the fuel heaters on!’’ The captain gives 
you the figures: at 10,000 feet up, they use 24,000 pounds 
of kerosene per hour, or 3,100 gallons. At 20,000 feet, 
they use 18,000 pounds per hour, or 2,300 gallons. At 
30,000 feet, 14,000 pounds, or 1,800 gallons.

It is only a beginning 


You are not sure whether they are lights on the earth or 
not. You ask Captain Smith, and he says, ‘Both of these 
lights happen to be on the earth, but there are times 
when some small star off in space has the look of being on 
earth, and we have to use instruments to make sure.”’ So 
about this time you say, “Professor Einstein would feel 
right at home up here, wouldn’t he?”’ 

The Captain has been flying planes for 27 years. Of 
these he says, with a grin, “The first 25 years are the 
hardest!’’ You ask him, ‘“‘Do you see any advance coming 
in this plane over the next 10 or 20 years?” “In about 10 
years,” he replies, “commercial airliners will probably 
travel supersonic. You will fly at the speed of sound.” 
And then, “The military already have it.”” You think of 
this strange and blessed device man has wrought, and 
you know that it is only a beginning and a promise. 

You search for words to describe the speed of this 
flight: you are whisked and streaked, you are zipped and 
flicked, you are sped, hurtled, flashed, shuttled from an 
ocean on one side of the continent to an ocean on the op- 
posite side in less time than it has taken the sun to trace 
a 90-degree arc across the sky. Far back and across the 
ages, man has had his folk tales and legends of flying. 
The Greeks had the myth about Icarus, who flew too near 
the sun. His wings melted and he took a fall. The Ara- 
bians had their flying carpet; you made a wish and it took 
you where you wanted to go. Wishes paid your fare, while 
modern airlines require dollars. But as your pleasant, 
warm room moves at 10 miles a minute through weather 
that is 40 degrees below outside, you can be glad you are 
net riding an ancient Arabian carpet. 


In this trip from New York to Los Angeles the plane is 
fighting a one-hundred mile an hour head wind, which 
makes it an hour late in arriving. Its flight time has there- 
fore been an hour longer than on its earlier flight that 
day, when it zoomed from Los Angeles to New York in 
four and one-half hours. As you feel the huge ship setting 
down with its 112 passengers and glimpse the throng of 
welcoming people, you think suddenly of a passage from 
a book about Lincoln, which tells of the relays of ponies 
and men that rushed the President’s first inaygural ad- 
dress west from St. Jo, Missouri. It took them seven days 
and 17 hours to reach Sacramento, California, bearing 
his plea for the east and west coasts, the Great Lakes and 
the Gulf, the Rio Grande and the Penobscot, to belong 
to one common country. 

You have just traversed a distance twice this far, and 
in infinitely less time, and you feel very hopeful, some- 
how, that this narrowing of the distance between states 
and rivers, between countries and the people in them, 
will cement still further the common country that 
Lincoln saw as the destiny of America.

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HOW THE 


GOOF-OFF 
GULPS YOUR 
BUILDING 
DOLLARS

W, AMERICANS pride ourselves on hard work, know- 


how, and the ability to do a job and do it right. We don't 
appreciate people who shirk their duties—whether it be in 


a professional office, at a white-collar desk, in a factory, or 


anywhere else. Nor do we put up with deliberate ineflicien- 
cy, obstructionism, and plain stalling 

[This being true, it’s time we took a long, hard look at oun 
biggest single industry: Home building 

While men are staying up nights and weekends solving 


the probl ms ola space age, we pel Init ourselves the luxury 
of plun bers who start work at 9:30. take vo hours for 
lunch, and leave for home at 3:30. (For a ful Way's pay, of 
courst We stand aside as painters refuse to use spray 
equipment or rollers, and continue to paint houses stroke-by- 
stroke with old-fashioned brushes. (In many cities, even the 
size of the paint brush is limited!) We look the other way 
while plasterers place only a certain number of yards of 
plaster on a wall and then quit for the day. (Average work 
day is 6! hours for 8 hours’ pay 

[hese things (and many more like them) are happening 
right 1 in Cleveland, Ohio. Similar practices are adding 
to the cost of homes in Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
loledo, Los Angeles, San Francisco, and other large metro- 
politan areas. Featherbedding and make-work practices 


have even crept into a number of medium-size and smaller 
cities, too. 

How about your town? Are your building tradesmen giv- 
ing a day’s honest, efficient work for a day’s pay? If they are 
not, nobody is paying for the waste except you—and the cost 
may run into many hundreds of dollars on your next house. 

Time was when nearly everyone connected with the 
building industry knew how to work. But during World War 
II], the tremendous demand for skilled workers brought with 
it a lot of sloppy, extravagant practices. 

“When a contractor wanted 10 bricklayers for a job, he 
hired 20,” recalls Cornelius R. (Hap) Gray, administrative 
assistant to the president of the AFL-CIO’s Building and 
Construction Trades Department. ‘*And why not? In those 
cost-plus days, you brought in as many men as you could 
buy or steal—even if they fell over each other on the job.” 

In the full-employment period of the war and after, com- 
mercial and residential builders had to accept just about any 
terms in order to get men to work. Many written and un- 
written rules—some of them pretty unsavory—became es- 
tablished. In Chicago, plumbers refused (and still refuse) to 
install preassembled fixtures or plumbing-pipe “trees” that 
had been fabricated in factories. And they insisted that pipe 
over two inches in diameter had to be cut and threaded 
on the job. Why? To keep more plumbers busy on more 
jobs—regardless of the added cost to home buyers. 

In Kansas City, a truck driver employed on a construc- 
tion job could do no other work there—even though driving 
occupied only half his time. In Philadelphia, concrete steps 
for a home reasonably required one eight-hour day to com- 
plete—but workers decided it was a nine-hour job, and 
stayed around to collect an extra hour at double time. In 
Washington, D.C., when five electricians were employed on 
a job, one of them had to be a foreman who was not allowed 
to work with his tools. And in many cities, workmen refused 
to handle electrical and plumbing fixtures—or other build- 
ing materials—that did not carry a union label. Sometimes 
they even extended this restriction to products made by 
members of a rival building-trades union! 

Ihe list could go on and on. Electricians limited to in- 
stalling a ridiculously low number of outlets per day. Re- 
quirements that non-working stewards be present on jobs to 
“check the work” (they actually check workers’ union 
cards). Arbitrary rules forcing plumbers to spend six or more 
davs on a four-fixture house, regardless of how long the job 
really should take. Limitations on the amount of glass a 
glazier may install in a day, and the number of doors a car- 
penter may hang. Insistence by unions that three coats of 
plaster be applied where two coats have proved entirely 
satisfactory (and acceptable to building inspectors). Re- 
quirements that two waterproofers, roofers, or other skilled 
men work on a job that one man formerly handled without 
ditticulty. Rules that force a union plumber, bricklayer, or 
electrician to ride with the truck when materials for his 
trade are delivered to the building site. 

Is it any wonder housing costs have doubled—even 


trebled—in many areas during the past 20 years 


’ 
Costs haven't gone up uniformly around the country, how- 
ever. In some cities today, building is so expensive (see table 
of costs in 71 cities, page 121) that home buyers have re- 
belled. Residential building permits issued in the first seven 
months of 1958 were up five per cent nationally over the 
same period in 1957; but in high-cost Cleveland, they 
skidded by 22 per cent. In Chicago, they were down 12 per 
cent; in Buffalo 20 per cent; in Milwaukee 27 per cent. 
Meanwhile, building crews in those costly areas sat idle, 
wondering where their jobs had gone. 

Who is responsible for this sorry state of affairs? Better 
Homes & Gardens, in preparing this report, found no single 
group in the building industry solely at fault. 
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Unions, particularly the locals, come in for a large share 
of blame. The problem is a simple, but particularly human 
one. The men of Local 914 (or 397 or 728) have convinced 
one another that if they do too much work today, there 
won't be any left for tomorrow. To counter this attitude, 
economists, businessmen—even national labor leaders 
have emphasized how increased productivity benefits every- 
body. Costs are lower, and better houses are available to 
more people—including the workmen themselves. 

The Building Trades Department, a loose federation of 19 
AFL-CIO building unions, last year went so far as to issue 
a “Ten Commandments of Labor” designed to end the 
worst abuses. Three of the 10 points are especially impor- 
tant, and if put into effect, could open the way for tremen- 
dous savings in the home-building industry : 

W orkmen shall be at their regular place of work at the start- 
ing time and shall remain at their place of work until the 
regular quitting time. 

There shall be no limit on production of workmen nor re- 
striction on the full use of proper tools or equipment. 

Slowdowns, forcing of overtime, spread-work tactics, stand- 
by crews, and featherbedding practices have been and are 
condemned. 


Bu have local unions—which alone hold the power to make 
these words mean anything—heard and obeyed? Not many, 
and not much, we regret to report. In several cities, unions 
have refused even to discuss the anti-featherbedding rules 
with builders, much less make them a part of local contracts. 
According to one union leader, talking about featherbed- 
ding in his area would be foolish—‘‘it assumes we have those 
problems here, and who’s going to admit a thing like that?” 
However, unions in Cleveland, Chicago, and the Granite 
City (Illinois) suburb of St. Louis have agreed to adopt all 
or some of the new rules. Since these cities are high-cost 
building areas, this could mean a real saving to home build- 
ers and buyers there in the next few years. 

Only in rare instances has a featherbedding case gone to 
court. But last year, in Chicago, the Justice Department 
filed a complaint against Local 27 of the Painters, Decora- 
tors, and Paperhangers charging that the union required 
extra fees for working with pre-glazed windows. (These are 
windows assembled and fitted with glass in factories.) The 
effect, said the government, was to discourage the use of 
these low-cost products, and force builders to have windows 
glazed one-by-one on the job. The union finally signed a 
consent decree and agreed to stop its restrictive actions. 
Though the case is not binding on other unions, similar court 
action (or the threat of it) may eventually end such prac- 
tices in other areas, too. | Turn to page 121

Here’s what one labor leader 
has to say about productivity 


“WE HAVE REACHED a point in our economy where 
it behooves both labor and management to do every- 
thing within their combined power to effect economies 
in our industry. We in the labor end of this partnership 
cannot continue to take from the industry without put- 
ting our fair share into it... . 

“In many instances our members seem to think that 
any time is starting time after 8 a.m., and quitting time 
is any time before 4:30 p.m. Anything exceeding a half 
hour is an acceptable lunch period, when our agreement 
calls for one-half hour for lunch time. Coffee breaks, 
something which is not provided for in our agreements, 
are merely a matter of a ‘job condition,’ and therefore 
of no concern to an employer. 

“Let’s take a good hard look at this ‘coffee break’ 
gimmick and see how it can kite the costs of a job. As- 
sume a house is being built and it requires 100 days for 
all the work required to complete the job. Let us also 
assume that for the 100 days, the job employed an 
average of six workers, starting with the excavators and 
ending with the decorators. By current wage scales it 
would also be safe to assume the average hourly rate to 
be $3.80 per hour. Now if each of these workers took a 
15-minute coffee break each morning, the cost- to the 
buyer would be $5.70 per day or $570 for the construc- 
tion of the house. Some of our members will no doubt 
take the position that anyone who can afford to buy a 
house can well afford the luxury of our members’ coffee 
break. Nothing can be further from the truth. 

“We have yet to bear in mind that most home buyers 
need a mortgage to buy a home, and that somewhere 
along the line at least a part of this $570 becomes a part 
of that mortgage. It means that they are paying in- 
terest on all or a part of this ‘luxury’ for anywhere from 
15 to 25 years, depending upon the length of time re- 
quired to amortize the mortgage. Now all we need to do 
is add on another 15 minutes that we cheated at starting 
or quitting time, another 5, 10, or 15 minutes at lunch 
time, and you can readily see how our indifference to 
our responsibility increases building costs.” ©

Now for the recipes and food- 
styling ideas from Hermann Rusch. 
Tea-sandwich tips 

Party sandwiches for 100 people 
take little more effort than a cup 
of coffee. Mr. Rusch favors rolled- 
up sandwiches. He says: Butter a 
long slice of bread (from uncut 
sandwich loaf) ; trim crusts; spread 
with filling (perhaps minced ham). 
Now line up stuffed olives (ends 
cut off) at narrow end of the bread 
slice; roll up, the olives forming the 
center. Wrap in waxed paper; chill 
4 or 5 hours; slice. That’s it! 

Other popular, simple fillings: 
peanut butter polka-dotted with 
raisins; peanut butter and currant 
jelly (don’t smooth the jelly—little 
lumps make it good and give char- 
acter!); cream cheese with well- 
drained crushed pineapple.

1 pound of lean beef filet 

1 tablespoon paprika 

3 tablespoons olive oil

16 cup beef stock or canned 

condensed beef broth 

1 cup dairy sour cream 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

Salt to taste 
Cut beef in 4-inch-thick strips; 
add paprika. Heat olive oil, then 
saute the beef very fast (2 to 4 
minutes). Take meat from the pan. 
Add mushrooms, and saute a few 
minutes; remove. Then add cook- 
ing sherry to pan; reduce to one- 
half its volume by boiling. Add beef 
stock and let boil briskly (uncov- 
ered) 5 minutes. Add sour cream, 
lemon juice, and salt to taste. Now 
add the meat and mushrooms and 
let it just boil up (do not let boil 
when meat is in the sauce). Spoon 
over fine noodles (well-drained 
and hot). Makes 4 servings.

A doctor reports on cold formulas for babies 


“Will cold milk hurt my baby?” a young mother asked 
her infant’s pediatrician. “Il gave him an ice-cold formula 
the other night. I was so tired I didn’t realize what I was 
doing, but he liked the milk cold and now prefers all his bot- 
tles straight out of the refrigerator. Will it hurt him?” 

The baby, 6 weeks old, seemed perfectly healthy and 
happy, the Texas doctor reported in an article in The Jour- 
nal of Pediatrics. After the same inquiry from several other 
mothers, the doctor discovered that quite a few mothers had 
been giving cold formulas. 

The doctor began a study with his own patients in private 
practice. He felt that information on the possible effects of 
giving cold formulas is “important to mothers who prepare 
about 1,400 bottles of formula during the first 8 months of a 
baby’s life,” and ‘‘still more urgent in the middle of the 
night and on trips.” 

Of 150 babies, 134 accepted cool or cold formula within 
an average period of one week after it was first offered. They 
ranged in age from 15 hours to 7 months. 

The 134 babies had complete examinations monthly. 
[heir weight gain was consistent and their general condition 
was good. They were followed for an average of 6.7 months. 
In all, development “proceeded normally.” 

All the babies (except the newborn) were changed grad- 
ually from warm to cool (allowed to stand in room temper- 
ature until “the chill was off’) to cold bottles right out of the 
refrigerator. The mother of the newborn infant requested 
that he be given cold formula in the hospital nursery because 
her first child did so well on cold formulas. This infant had 
1 warm bottle when 12 hours old. Three hours later, he was

Do these developments prove 
there is something basically wrong 
with the building-trades unions? 
Not at all, says one Midwest build- 
er, whose record of good labor re- 
lations is well known. “We're not 
against the unions, or even the high 
wages that skilled craftsmen are 
drawing these days. We just want 
our men to help us build homes 
efficiently and at the lowest pos- 
sible cost.” 

Employers, meanwhile, are far 
from blameless in the productivity 
muddle. For example, most build- 
ers do not (or cannot) take charge 
of their operations the way factory 
managers do. Instead, builders 
farm out the plumbing, heating, 
wiring, and other specialized jobs 
to other firms. These subcontrac- 
tors hire their own workers and 
make their own dealings with the 
unions. In some cases, subcontrac- 
tors even encourage their men to 
spread out the work, and add to 
the featherbed! 

With so many people dividing 
up the responsibility of building a 
house, it’s hard for everyone to get

together. Here’s what often hap- 
pens. Inefficient rules or practices 
creep into, say, the plumbing trade. 
Plumbing costs go up, but they go 
up about the same amount for all 
subcontractors. Since the builder 
still has to use plumbing in his 
houses, he grumbles but continues 
to engage the subcontractor. (The 
builder passes his extra cost on to 
the home buyer, of course.) When 
enough of these featherbed costs 
are added together, the high price 
of the house discourages a large 
number of potential buyers. And 
the housing market dips—or stag- 

nates—once again. 
Another problem is as bad or 
worse in some places. In the Chica- 
Akron, Waterloo, Chattanoo- 
ga, Sioux Falls, and Saginaw areas 
(to name but a few), home build- 
ers Cannot negotiate as a group with 
their building-trades unions. In- 
stead, they must accept the wages 
and working rules established by 
the general (commercial-building) 
contractors in private bargaining 
with the unions. Thus if builders

own goals, meet them, then boost 
them higher. They use the best 
tools available. They start on time, 
and work steadily the whole day 
through. And while they cut costs, 
they earn high annual incomes, too 

Schmitt operates without union 
men or subcontractors. But last 
year, another builder in near-by 
Youngstown was able to adapt the 
Schmitt production methods to a 
union subcontractor situation. Re- 
sult: savings equal to or greater 
than Schmitt's! 


These builders and their crews 
are pointing the way to better 
houses at lower cost. They are 
working, deliberately, to break 


down artificial barriers to increased 
output. Houses, they’ve proved, 
need not cost more every yeal 

Here’s what you can do if home- 
building productivity is low (or 
costs are high) in your area. As a 
vital first step, work toward having 
labor’s anti-featherbedding 
code written into local building 
contracts.

such short cuts should not lead you 
to overlook these vital precautions: 
Everything used in preparing and 
bottling formula must be perfecily 
clean (including hands); the in- 
structions for sterilizing must be 
followed carefully; the sterilized 
nipples must remain covered until 
used; and you should avoid touch- 
ing the portion of the nipple that 
Baby takes in his mouth. 

Baby’s important food, 
milk, is also one of the most per- 
ishable. It is easily contaminated 
by careless handling. It is suscep- 
tble even to air-borne germs. 

They may accidentally get in 
formula and will thrive if the milk 
is warm. Gastro-intestinal upsets or 
even severe diarrhea can result. 


most 


I, terminal sterilization, the just- 
sterilized, bottled formula may 
be allowed to cool in the covered 
sterilizer until you can place your 
hands against the sides of the ster- 
ilizer. Less of the nipple-clogging 
milk film develops when formula is 
cooled in this manner. 

However, your doctor may ad- 
vise that formula be cooled more 
quickly—particularly in warm 
weather. To do this, uncover the 
sterilizer as soon as steam has sub- 
sided a bit and remove rack of bot- 
tled formula. Empty hot water 
from sterilizing kettle. Then refill 
with enough cold water to come to 
about the 5-ounce mark on bottles. 

Return the rack of bottled for- 
mula to sterilizer and allow to 
stand in the cold water for 10 min- 
utes before refrigerating. Shaking 
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each bottle occasionally during 
cooling will help break up any 
milk film that forms. 

Bottles of formula may be cooled 
also by grasping each bottle with 
tongs below the neck and running 
cold water over the lower half of 
the bottle, shaking formula a few 
times to break up film. 

For either method of quick-cool- 
ing, bottles of heat-resistant glass 
or of special quality plastic are best. 
Bottles of ordinary glass may break, 
when subjected to sudden changes 
of temperature. 

To prevent nipples clogging: Be 
careful not to over- process formula 
with too much heating: dissolve 
dry milk or powdered prepared 
formula by stirring it well in warm 
water. To cut nipple-clogging but- 
terfat, put a pinch of salt in nip- 
ple immediately after use; then 
rub nipple sides together before 
rinsing. 

If clogged nipples are a problem 
despite these precautions, place a 
piece of sterile gauze over mouth 
of bottle before fixing nipple in 
feeding position. Be careful not to 
touch mouth of bottle in the proc- 
ess. The gauze will serve as a 
strainer while Baby nurses. 

If you prefer the older, “‘sterile 
field’? method of sterilization, in 
which bottles are sterilized sepa- 
rately before formula is poured into 
them, remember that all equipment 
that comes in contact with the 
formula or with the sterile nipples 
or with the mouths of the sterilized 
bottles, must be sterilized before use.

STREET OF THE 
HUGUENOTS 


NEW PALTZ 





@nly 10 miles from the outskirts of Poughkeepsie, New 
York, in the town of New Paltz, is the Street of the Hu- 
guenots. On the west bank of the Hudson, this is where, in 
1677, a dozen French Huguenot families sought refuge

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field method, it must be boiled 
first from 3 to 5 minutes (even 
though it is labeled ‘‘ pasteurized’’) 
before being incorporated in the 
formula. Boiling fresh milk makes 
for greater safety from bacteria. 
Also, boiled milk is easier for Baby 
to digest. 

Stir the milk constantly while it 
is being boiled and while it is cool- 
ing; pour it through a sterilized 
strainer-funnel to bottle. 

The fresh milk should be clean, 
pasteurized milk derived from 
tuberculin-tested cattle and han- 
dled in a clean dairy. When it is re- 
ceived in the home, the milk 
should be put under refrigeration 
immediately and kept there. 

Evaporated milk, dry milk, or 
prepared infants’ formulas, be- 
cause of the heat treatment which 
they undergo during processing, 
do. not require boiling before use. 

Can tops, however, should be 
washed with soap and water and 
rinsed with scalding water before 
they are opened. All water must be 
boiled before being added to the 
formula in the sterile field steriliza- 
tion process. 

The can opener, stirring spoon, 
and all measuring and mixing 
utensils should, of course, be steri- 
lized before use. 

To wash the nursing units, use 
powdered or liquid soap or deter- 
gent. Scrub insides and rims of bot- 
tles with a bottle brush to remove 
any milk deposit. Or you may use 
a brushless bottle cleanser that is 
marketed specially for this pur- 


pose. Thoroughly rinse out any 
soap, detergent, or other cleanser. 

Milk film is harder to remove 
when cooked on the bottle by ter- 


minal sterilization. To get it off 


easily, soak the bottles for 10 min- 
utes in a detergent; shake vigor- 
ously, then rinse well. 

If lime forms on bottles that are 
boiled in hard water, add a table- 
spoonful or two of vinegar to the 
washing water. 

Scrub inside and outside of nip- 
ples, caps, rings, and disks. Use a 
small brush to get at all crevices. As 
an additional precaution against 
clogging, rotate a toothpick in feed- 
ing holes and air vents. Rinse all 
equipment thoroughly. 

To enlarge nipple holes use the 
point of a sharp, clean knife. An- 
other method: insert round tooth- 
picks through the nipple holes and 
boil the nipples for 5 minutes. 
When toothpicks are withdrawn, 
holes will be larger. 

Yo dry all equipment, drain it. 
Don’t wipe it. The sterilizer bottle 
rack is convenient for holding the 
upside-down bottles. Other items 
should stand on a scrubbed-clean 
area or a clean towel, to drain. 

Warmed bottles of formula 
should not be taken even on short 
trips. Nor should warm formula be 
kept in a vacuum bottle. A chilled 
bottle of formula may be carried in 
an insulated bag, provided the for- 
mula will not be away from refrig- 
eration more than an hour or two. 

When traveling, bottles of cold 
formula should be packed in ice in 


a wide-mouth vacuum jug. 

Most restaurant employees, and 
train and airline personnel are 
glad to attend to having Baby’s 
bottle warmed. In the car, a bottle 
warmer that plugs in the cigarette- 
lighter socket is a convenience. 

And, if you find yourself and 


Baby someplace where it’s impos- 
sible to get his bottle warmed for 
him, it’s consoling to know from 
the Texas pediatrician’s study that 
an occasional bottle of cold milk 
won't hurt him—even though you

What is a 





HEADACHE?

a a standard medical dictionary de- 
fines headache as “‘a pain in the head.” By con- 
servative estimates, that’s what 20 to 40 million 
Americans suffer each week. Indeed, headache, 
along with the common cold, aching muscles, 
and tooth decay, comprise the most common 
ailments of Modern Man. 

Headache can be defined rather simply: 
Blood vessels in the head expand and contract 
(doctors call this constriction and dilatation). 
When these actions become exaggerated, nerves 
of the head and neck are affected. Irritated 
nerve tissue then produces the pain we know as 
headache. 

The actual causes range far and wide. Infec- 
tion and fever can produce headache. So can hun- 
ger, over-imbibing, eyestrain, ear ailments, sinus 
trouble, and stomach upset. The list goes on and 
on—and so do the dull, throbbing or the sharp, 
piercing pains in the head which send Americans 
out every year to buy an estimated $250 million 
worth of aspirin and related compounds. 

High, too, on the list of causes of headache 
are the emotions. Your personality, the emo- 
tional “‘climate’ of your home, office, and 
leisure moments all figure in headaches. 

Experts believe tension and migraine to be 
the most common, long-term headache prob- 
lems. For in both tension and migraine head- 
aches, the individual’s “*mental set’ can deter- 
mine the severity and duration of the head pain 
itself. 

But before considering migraine and tension 
headaches, let’s briefly look at other types: 


The sinus headache is triggered by inflamed or 
irritated tissues of the sinuses, tubes leading from 
the cranium to the nose. Many sinus headaches 
begin at about 8 or 9 a.m., worsen toward mid- 
day, and end at about bedtime. Often, they are 
more severe between October and April than the 
rest of the year. 

What to do? Aspirin often helps. In addition, 
the sinus headache sufferer should lie down flat 
for an hour or more to gain relief. If one side of 
the head hurts more than the other, raise it 
slightly. Avoid shaking the head or placing it in 
a position lower than the rest of the body. 

Sinus headache is intensified by anxiety, ex- 
citement, cold air blasts, sexual stimulation, and 
consumption of alcoholic drinks. 


The eye headache can result from eyestrain or 
fatigue, improper glasses or no glasses at all, in- 


fection, or a variety of eye conditions. Headache 
from reading or *‘close’’ paper work should send 
you to your family doctor. Any dull, drawing 
head pain which seems to originate in the eye 
region needs medical attention. In the vast ma- 
jority of cases, such headaches can be substan- 
tially relieved by routine medical treatment. 


The ear headache which radiates about the head 
may or may not be caused by ear infections. 
The ear often acts as a relay station for pain 
which originates in other parts of the head. As 
with ocular headaches, ear pains should mean 
a check with your family doctor. Such pains, 
too, are likely to yield to rather simple therapy. 


The tooth headache is caused by decayed teeth 
and unhealthy gums. Prompt dental care along 
with good preventive home care and regular 
visits to the dentist will go a long way to elim- 
inate this type of headache altogether. Because 
of the location and structure of teeth and their 
supporting tissues, dental decay headaches can 
shoot upward into the head in sharp, stabbing 
fashion. 


The hangover headache suggests the surest pre- 
ventive of all—abstinence. However, even mod- 
eration sometimes is easier to preach than to 
practice. On “the morning after,” you'll feel 
better sitting upright or standing with some- 
thing cool held against your head for short 
periods. You'll also gain some relief by breathing 
deeply every so often in front of an open window. 
Don’t jerk your head from side to side. Don't 
take another drink. The “hair-of-the-dog”’ 
theory may be an excuse for another hangover, 
but it won't relieve the one you already have. 

Eat lightly, emphasizing liquids (non-alco- 
holic), leafy vegetables, and bland main courses. 
Move slowly. Don’t take on many chores that 
demand precise performance. As with most 
headaches, aspirin will help. 

Doctors are not certain that the hangover 
headache is cause by the alcohol itself. The ex- 
citement of the social event, loss of sleep, fatigue, 
and perhaps even mild guilt feelings may be just 
as important in causing the pain. 


Migraine and tension headaches are the most 
common headache problems. Migraine attacks, 
the most painful of all, follow a distinct pattern.

What is a headache? 


head pain itself—a pulsating, throb- 
bing disturbance. Following this, 
the pain may become steady and 


dull. Neck muscles at the base of 


the head may contract to produce 
still another pain. (This is the 
“tightness of the neck’? you’ve 
heard about so often. 


What triggers migraine? Psycho- 
logical studies show that migraine 
sufferers are ““wound up” emo- 
tionally. Often, they are unduly 
neat and meticulous, have hard- 
driving perfectionist personalities, 
and are rigid in their thinking. 
They are anxiety-ridden. The will 
to succeed and the fear of failure 
often are overwhelming. A setback 
or disappointment, a_ real or 
imagined failure, a strained rela- 
tionship at home or at work all can 
trigger migraine attacks. 

Another factor in migraine is be- 
coming more and more widely ac- 
cepted—the influence of heredity 
One study indicates that as high as 
65 per cent of all migraine sufferers 
come from ‘“‘migraine families.” 
Parents may pass along some in- 
stability in the nervous system 
which predisposes their children to 
migraine. 


I. up to 80 per cent of the cases, 
the migraine victim can be helped 
significantly. Total care of the pa- 
tient includes drug therapy to re- 
lieve pain (‘ergot derivatives” 
have proved especially beneficial), 
counseling by a physician, and 
self-help 

One authority, Dr. Harold G 
Wolff of Cornell University Medi- 
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cal College, points out that coun- 
seling can help the patient 1) un- 


derstand the nature and causes of 


migraine attacks; 2) recognize his 
drives and motivations; and 3) find 
ways to adjust to his problem by 
calling on experience and emo- 
tional reserve. 

What can the patient do for 
himself? Exercise, sports such as 
swimming and tennis are often ad- 
vised. So are warm, relaxing baths 
(for 20 minutes or more), sensible 
eating, and regular hours which 
allow adequate sleep. Hobbies 
aimed at diverting the patient from 
everyday worries are advised. In- 
tellectual pursuits—-theater, con- 
certs, and lectures—are recom- 
mended, too. 


The most prevalent form of head- 
ache comes from tension. In this 
stress-filled age, tension headache 
may well be the predominant 
symptom of our times. 

Tension headache is aptly 
named. More than any other type, 
it is linked directly to day-to-day 
emotional stress. (Other factors: 
fatigue, menstruation, eye trouble 

and even the weather.) 

This type of headache is char- 
acterized by dull, throbbing or 
pressing pain in almost any area of 
the head. The pain may come 
every day, every week, or be al- 
most continuous. As a rule, it per- 
sists for months, sometimes years. 

Very often, business pressure, 
family unrest, anxiety about chil- 
dren, or money problems are at the 
root of tension headaches

What is a headache? 


Tension headaches are not un- 
like migraine. In tension headache, 
emotional factors trigger the head 
pain. Just how they do it is uncer- 
tain. It is well known, for example, 
that emotional factors can cause 
physical reactions. Similarly, it is 
believed that emotional stress can 
cause “silent reactions’ within the 
body's system 

Then you might ask Why 
doesn't everyone have tension 
headache? Every adult lives with 
ome emotional conflict. No one is 
completely tension-free 

The que stion is valid It involves 
what doctors call “organ vulner- 
ability.” In brief, stress may pro- 
duce a reaction on different organs 
in different individuals 

One person will experience di- 
gestive tract upsets when con- 
fronted by emotional stress. An- 
other may develop skin rashes 
Stull another may become de- 
pressed and withdraw from the 
source of the emotional upheaval 
Many more may develop tension 
headaches

healthy. For when the individual 
fails to react, he may have a psy- 
chosis. This, of course, is much 
more serious than mere tension 
headache, which is experienced at 
one time or another by upwards of 
10 million Americans. 

What can be done to relieve ten- 


good news. Up to 90 per cent of all 
tension headache patients can ex- 
perience marked improvement. As 
with migraine cases, some of the 
improvement can come from phy- 
sician-counseling and some from 
the patient himself. When the pa- 
tient learns the source of his emo- 
tional unrest (which leads to the 
headache), he may well be able to 
overcome the problem. 

Of course, drugs can help, too. 
Analgesics are used widely. So are 
tranquilizers.

Large dents are for experts to repair with 
special tools. Minor dents are easy for any 


handyman to fix. With a coarse abrasive, 
grind or hand-sand finish down to metal. 

Work away from dent and around it. With 
a can opener, scratch finish from depth of the 
dent. Leave the metal rough, but be sure 
you remove all the finish from the dent. 
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Where rust has pitted the 
chrome trim and bumpers, or 
where the bumper ends have 
nudged and picked up paint, 
bring back original shine 
with a household cleanser.

for removing rust spots. 
Besides its fast chemical 
action, it has abrasive 
qualities to remove paint.

Basic Tips 


» Buy good seeds and plants of 
the best varieties. They take no 
more space, no more weeding, no 
more watering, no more spading. 
> Don’t skimp on soil prepara- 
tion.

Once they’re 
in place, improvement is difficult. 
> Don't crowd plants. Save seed 
packets and thin out seedlings as 
directed. Give shrubs and trees 
as much space as your nursery- 
man recommends.

> Be particularly attentive to 
watering the first few weeks after 
planting. If a plant survives the 
first month, it’s over the hump.

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Spring care of roses 


A rose is a rose, North or South. Yet, no two rose 
growers ever face quite the same problems because roses 
are affected by so many variables: soil, sun, insects, and 
diseases. The spring program here compensates for dif- 
ferences in weather, so you can give your roses proper 
care whether spring comes early or winter stays late. 

Pruning: Wherever you live, wait until shade trees 
begin leafing out. Use this as a signal to start. 

In the South, cut hybrid teas back to 12 to 18 inches. 
Prune floribundas only enough to control shape. In the 
North, remove winter-killed wood only, whether hybrid 
teas or floribundas. Save as much green wood as possible. 

Feeding: [n the South, start feeding in March. In the 
North, in April. Feed more times a year in the South 
where there is a long growing season. If roses develop 
chlorotic or yellowish leaves, feed with iron chelate. 
Iron is more likely to be deficient in the South.

In coldest areas, remove leaves or other mulch during the first 
mild weather. Then when first young shoots appear wash the soil 
mounds away from the bushes. Better to delay this operation a 
little than to expose the canes to a late hard freeze.

The diary of a 


Plain dirt 
dardener.

April f. At work time it was 70 as 
I sallied forth to plant my new 
roses, clad in familiar old overalls, 
denim coat, clodhopper shoes, and 
old felt hat. The roses I planted in- 
cluded some of the new 1959 in- 
troductions: Ivory Fashion—All- 
America Winner Fashionette, 
Gold Coast, and Kordes Perfecta. 
Last week I put in Angel Wings 
and Governor Rosellini. 


April 3. Summer, sunny 75 at 
work time and so leisurely planted 
more roses on hand. These were 
three floribundas, new for 1959 
Green Fire, Ruby Lips, and Heat 
Wave. 

Then got started on the early 
vegetable bed. David had already 
worked it up with the big tiller. 
Today I scattered plant food over 
the soil. This I worked in as I cul- 
tivated bed with the 
wheel hoe. That's tough work. 

Phen I put in two rows of onion 
three rows of Little Marvel 
early peas, four kinds of radishes, 
including the round red Cherry 
Belle leaf lettuce, 
and turnips. The radishes went in 
the rows with the beets and carrots, 
because theyll mature quickly 


across the 


sets, 


beets, carrots, 


April 5.°‘ live, six, pick up sticks,” 
went the old nursery rhyme through 
my head, because picking up sticks 
was today’s chore. It rained last 
night, so can’t walk on soil. But 
my, how sticks and dog bones and 
the like accumulate on the lawn 
over the long winter months. 


These have to be taken off right 
away. The grass is beginning to 
green up and before long, out will 
come the old mower. 


April 9. Thermometer stood at 27 
this bright morning and there was 
a heavy frost, but 60 when I went 
out to work tonight. First job was 
to plant my sweet peas and then 
made a belated sowing of spinach 
seed. Over both spaces I scattered 
plant food and worked it in before 
making the seed drills. 


April 10. Spring arrived today. 
Gentle showers fell all day. Lilac 
buds began to open out. The grass 
seemed to grow an inch. 


April 1:3. David had time to help 
today. To my great joy, I found 
him picking up the pruning debris 
from the bed. He hadn't 
worked at this since he was a little 
chap. Then, together, we cleaned 
up what I had pruned off of those 
hedges. All was hauled to the burn 
pile at the back of the yard. 


rose 


April 14. Another battle won. To- 
night I put in my early potato 
crop, about 17 days later than I 
wish I had planted. The seed I used 
was Irish Cobbler. 

Lean over and I'll whisper my 
secret about potato planting: In 
the bottom of the furrow I scatter 
plant food. This I cover lightly by 
pulling about half an inch of soil 
over with a hoe. Then I drop the 
seed pieces. I cover pieces about

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two inches and later fill up the 
drill as I cultivate. 


April 17. Gave the early vege- 
table bed its first cultivation. This 
I do just as soon as I can see the 
rows of tiny seedlings. This gets 
the jump on most of the little weeds 
coming up, too. On way home, 
I bought two dozen early cabbage 
plants and put these in that vege- 
table bed too. I also did some hand 
hoeing around some rosebushes. 


April 19. David is dickering with 
the man at the garden store about 
buying ariding lawn mower. Mean- 
while he got out our old rotary and 
gave the front yard its first clean 
shave of the season—just to keep 
up our standing in the community. 

After this he got out the big til- 
ler and worked over for a second 
time a big bed where mebbe we'll 
get in a new strawberry planting 
and more vegetables. With the 
light tiller, I cultivated more roses. 
Then I made a second planting of 
early vegetables. Began the flower 
seed season by putting in Wee 
Willie annual sweetwilliams, rag- 
ged robin, and so on. 


April 20. Forsythia is all out in 
yellow. Some kinds of narcissus are 
now in bloom. Jolly news is that 
dandelions are beginning to open 
up. But we don’t have many of 
these on our lawn any more. Twixt 
use of weed killer and continued 
feeding of the grass, most dande- 
lions have gone. 


April 21. Finished feeding the 
roses, including the climbers which 
most years I forget. They like to 
eat, too. With aid of cartons and 
wastepaper to start it off, I burned 
up our pile of pruning debris, back 
where it will leave the ashes on the 
main vegetable space. 

Took off some of the straw from 
the old strawberry bed where 
David had put it on too thick. Used 
it to mulch around the new red oak 
tree and the Washington haw- 
thorn the nursery had set out for us 
early last month. Maggie raised 
Cain. Said the old straw was ugly 
looking. Sure, peat would look bet- 
ter, but we already had the straw. 

















Summer, sunny 75 at work time and 
so I leisurely planted more of the 
rosebushes I still have on hand. 


April 233. “What in the world are 
you doing all that pounding for?” 
called Maggie down the stairs to 
where I was working in the base- 
ment. ““Just putting in a new axe 
handle,” said I. The handle had 
broken off when David was chop- 
ping down a seedling elmsome time 
ago. Putting in a new one is a good 
rainy-day chore. 


By evening it was plain to see 
that some damage had been done 
to the tips of roses in the beds. 





April 24. In drove David and 
right behind him was a truck from 
the garden store with a demon- 
stration riding lawn mower. David 
tried it out. It has three speeds, a 
self-starter, and can be used as a 
tractor to cultivate. David insists 
we buy it. He'll help pay for it, he 
says. 


April 26. David won out and our 
new riding lawn mower was de- 
livered this late afternoon. David 
climbed on, pressed the starter 
button and off he went, lickety- 
split across the front lawn. 

In a litthe over an hour he had 
the whole place mowed, including 
all the back paths. Best looking job 
of mowing we ever had done. It 
would take one of us more than 
three hours to do that mowing, 
behind our walking mowers.

Calgary (population 129,000), the 
hub of Alberta’s ranching and 
wheat-farming country. Major 
points of interest in Calgary in- 
clude the Zoo and Dinosaur Gar- 
dens (with full-scale replicas) on 
Saint George Island. The city’s 
famous “Stampede,” held annually 
the second week of July, re-creates 
the life of early cow-punching days. 


Bana National Park, with hun- 
dreds of lofty mountain peaks, hot 
mineral springs, and active gla- 
ciers, lies 103 miles west of Calgary 
on the Trans-Canada Highway 
(Route 1). The principal resorts 
here are Banff Townsite and Lake 
Louise, from both of which radiate 
riding and hiking trails and 200 
miles of scenic roads. In Banff, 
which lies alongside the Bow River 
in a valley surrounded by magnifi- 
cent snow-capped mountains, both 
luxurious and modest accommoda- 
tions are available at hotels, cabin 
camps, tourist homes, and an ex- 
cellent campground. The Cascade 
Rock Gardens, with lovely alpine 
flowers and tumbling streams, and 
both Luxton and Banff Museums 
are well worth a visit, and you'll 
enjoy swimming in the Cave and 
Basic Pools (80 and 88 degrees, 
respectively), and in Upper Hot 
Springs (100 degrees). 

Herds of buffalo and elk are ex- 
hibited in the Wild Animal Pad- 
docks east of Banff, and Bow Falls 
is an easy walk from the center of 
town. Both the Tunnel Mountain 
Drive and the drive up Stoney 
Squaw Mountain to Mount Nor- 
quay Chairlift are musts; the view 
of Banff and Bow River Valley 
from the upper end of the chairlift 
(elevation 6,880 feet) is one of the 
scenic high lights of a vacation in 
the Rockies. Banff ‘‘ Indian Days,” 
in July, are the occasion for color- 
ful celebrations by the near-by 
Stoney tribes. 

Thirty-nine miles northwest of 
Banff on the Trans-Canada High- 
way is glacier-fed Lake Louise, 
over a mile above sea level. Its 
mirror-like surface reflecting trees, 
mountains, and clouds in a con- 
stantly changing panorama of bril- 
liant color, Lake Louise is one of 
the most scenic areas in North 
America. Near-by Moraine Lake 
and the Valley of Ten Peaks are 
well worth the side-trip driving re- 
quired to reach them 


iin Lake Louise, follow the 
149-mile Banfl-Jasper Highway 
north to the Columbia Ice Fields 
and Jasper National Park. The 
first 89 miles of the road is gravel, 
scheduled to be black-topped soon, 
and the remainder is a hard-sur- 
face highway which, despite the 
rugged mountain terrain through 
which it passes, never exceeds a 
10-per cent grade. At Sunwapta 
Pass (elevation 6,675 feet), the 
road crosses into Jasper National 

Park, Canada’s largest. 
To the west is the Columbia Ice 
Field, a 130-square-mile ocean of

ice and snow which feeds into the 
Athabaska, Columbia, and Sas- 
katchewan Rivers, and, even- 
tually, into the Arctic, Pacific, and 
Atantic Oceans. A midsummer 
snowmobile ride over Athabaska 
Glacier is something you won't 
want to miss. 

Jasper Townsite, headquarters 
of Jasper National Park and the 
northern terminus of your trip 
through the Rockies, has excellent 
camping facilities and picnic areas, 
and hotel accommodations in any 
price range. Jasper Park is particu- 
larly noted for its beautiful lakes, 
some of which rival Lake Louise 
for beauty.

Vegetables for good eating 


Prepare the soil by spading, plowing, or rotary tilling. 
Before you make the furrows, check the back of the 
seed packets for spacing and planting depths. Line the 
rows up straight to make weeding easier. Pull soil over 
seeds in the furrow with a hoe. 


Tomatoes, peppers, and other long-season vegetables 
are usually grown from plants already started by a 
nurseryman or seedsman. Set the plants a little deeper 
than they grew in the flat or band. Wrap a paper collar 
around the stem to stop cutworms. 


You start rhubarb from big, thick roots that resemble 
peony roots. Prepare the soil deeply, mixing in com- 
post or peat moss, if possible, and a balanced fertilizer. 
Set roots deep enough so crown is about 2 inches below 
soil surface. Allow 3 feet between plants. 


Set roots in a trench, about 18 to 24 inches apart. Make 
the trench deep enough so the crowns are 4 inches be- 
low soil surface.

Strawberry plants may be set out any time in most 
areas of the country.

Fine lawns are easier to grow to- 
day. One reason, perhaps the most 
important, is that lawn fertilizers 
are getting better each yea 

In past years, we often fed the 
lawn with fertilizers developed 
originally for vegetables, 

These garden fertilizers are de- 
signed to supply a high percentage 
of phosphorus, compared to nitro- 
gen and potash. They’re excellent 
for gardens, but they don’t supply 
enough nitrogen for grass 

Modern fertilizers are 
of three major nutrient elements 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash. 
When all three are present in equal 
amounts, we say the fertilizer has 
a 1-1-1 ratio. 

When the amount of phosphorus 
is doubled, we say the ratio is 1-2-1. 
This ratio is designed primarily for 
gardens and new lawns.

A better ratio for most mature 
lawns would be a 3-2-1 or 3-1-1 
that is, three times as much nitro- 
gen as potash or phosphorus
